j feet until N ov em b er 27, unless speci- 
I fled otherwise by the local trustees. 
| The tiipe the child attends school can 
not be counted until the time the law 
goes into effect. 
The following chil­ 
dren are exempt: 
Children who a t­ 
tend private schools, any child who 
is bodily o r mentally 
weak, 
those 
deaf, dumb, blind or feeble minded. 
Children who live more two a n d one- 
half miles from school are not affect­ 
ed. 
If a child is more th an 12 years 
of age aud completed 
the 
fourth 
grade lie may rem ain out of school if 
his sup p o rt is needed. 
Parents who 
are unable to buy books should .see 
the trustees of the district, who will 
make arra n g e m en ts with the county 
superintendent, and the c o m m issio n ­ 
ers* court will supply all necessary 
school books. 
A child may be ex­ 
cused from school for sickness, death 
in Die family, q uaran tin e, storm, rain 
o r other u n a v o id a b le circum stances. 
Those excuses m ust be made 
to 
the 
teachers and must be written. 
Any 
of these cases may be investigated by 
the attendance officer. 
No c h ild u n ­ 
der l l years of age not excused from 
school may be employed. 
Any firm 
engaging such child will be lined ten 
dollars each d a y . 
A child can n o t be 
expelled from school. 
If he is guilty 
of continued insubordnation he must 
be tried in the juvenile court who has 
jurisdiction to send him to 
any re­ 
formatory school agreed upon by the 
parents and judge. 
All fines collect­ 
ed from delinquents will be paid to 
the district in which the child lives.
